A word on the subject of drawing may not be amiss. 

The drawings here exhibited represent very different 
aims. Some — notably those of Mr. Cox and of Mr. 
Blashfield — are careful studies for decorations, made to 
scale and carried quite far. Others, like those cf Mr. 

De Camp, are searching for a subject. They represent 
the artist feeling for the main lines and for the 
light and shade of his picture. He is not interested in 
finishing his study for an exhibition. Merely for his own 
satisfaction he searches the line, the “spotting, ” the cM~- 
aroscuro that shall best suit the picture he intends to 
paint. 

Other drawings, like some of those by Mr. Paxton, 
are indications or intentions for a figure — a head — or 
hands — later to be made, m a more finished way, in some 
decoration. 

While these drawings are made with no thought of 
exhibition they are, on that very account, of a special 
interest, because one sees to some extent how an artist 
gets at his subject. And also there is often a particular 
charm about an indication ; a charm different from, though 
not necessarily greater than, that of a highly finished 
drawing. 

Still other drawings — as those of Mr. Grafly — are a 
sculptor’s search for pure line. One should not look for 

modelling or chiaroscuro — since here the intention is to- 
ward line alone — the characteristic contour — the thing 
which makes one particular line different from all other 
lines — is here the evident object of search. 


Other drawings like Mr. Dewmg’s silver-point are made 
for their own beauty. They are self sufficing — not studies 
for something else — but things whose beauty is their excuse 
for being. 

Again we have illustrations for reproduction which are 
necessarily more complete than many of the equally hns 
studies here exhibited. 

It seems evident, then, that we shall gain the greatest 
enjoyment by trying to grasp the intention of each draw- 
.ng. We shall then appreciate the learned draughtsman- 
srep of the studies for decoration; the charm of suggestion 
It! the sketches for pictures; the refined finish In some 
of the more studied drawings. 

While painting has its undoubted sensuous appeal there 
is, in a fine drawing, a cold dis line tion-_“& - sense of the 
beauty of rightness which gives it a charm apart from 
other things.
